Device Makes Record of,

explained that 
stethoscopes do not ‘‘get’’ all the 
heart murmurs and said his ma- 
chine not only picks them up, but 
amplifies them. During operations, 
he said, the device makes it possi- 
ble for everyone in the operating 
room to hear the patient’s heart 
beat distinctly. 
Beeause of the sensitivity of the 
machine, Dr. Smith said it was pos- 
sible to detect children’s heart ail- 
ments when they develop. He plans 
to display the invention at the an- 
nual convention of the American 
Medical association in St. Louis.

stables. Not only that, but horses 
are returning to the farms as well 
as to the bridle paths and race 
tracks. Colonel Johnson admits he 
is prejudiced in favor of the horse, 
but he has observed more and more 
farmers are using horses, particu- 
larly those who farm less than 250 
acres. 

While all this is interesting, Colo- 
nel Johnson points it out with inci- 
dental pride. His real interest, in 
fact his job, is the preservation of 
cavalry as an indispensable war tool 
and the army-sponsored breeding of 
horses to form an adequate reserve. 

In the World war the army dis- 
covered there were not enough 
horses available to meet the emer- 
8ency. Not desiring this to happen 
again, the army has purchased stal- 
lions which are farmed out to quali- 
fied persons who, in return for their 
care, charge a nominal $10 stud fee 
to farmers in the vicinity. 

The colonel deplores the mechani- 
zation trend that is heard so much 
in military circles today. The colo- 
nel is no enemy of progress but he 
would like for tacticians not to for- 
get the value of the horse to the 
army. According to Colonel John- 
son, the Japanese found-it out in 
China when their tanks mired down; 
Mussolini had to increase his horse 
Strength to push to victory through 
the mud and sand of Ethiopia. 
Horses have played a big part in 
the war in Spain.

CLEVELAND. — A _ psychologist 
rying to find out how people learn 
l in sports, musie and trades, re- 
ts that it’s the animal in them. 
Roland C. Travis, associate pro- 
fessor of psychology at Western Re- | 
serve university, used animals that | 
are blind, yet, strangely, can see, | 
to learn that skill develops when the | 
old ‘tanimal’ part of the brain is | 
put to work with the new “intellec- | 
tual’ part. | 
“The old brain,’’ he explained, “‘is | 
that which we have in common with | 
our animal ancestors. On this part, 
impressions of the long period of ev- |

“The new part is the thinking | 
prain, developed most thoroughly in 
man.,’”’ ; 
It seems that many of man’s im- 
>ulses, which have to be controlled

Visual Centers Removed. | 
Professor Travis took some ani- 
mais and removed the visual centers 
of the ‘new’? part of their brains. | 
This operation, he found, made them 
flounder about, bumping into walls 
znd furniture. 

“But when a light was swung back 
and forth in front of their faces the 
animals could follow it with their | 
eyes,’ he said. ‘‘Although blind as 
far as their conscious minds were | 
concerned, they were seeing with | 
their old brain, the cub-cortical re- | 
gion, which serves very primitive | 
creatures to find their way about.” | 

Professor Travis then found that | 
‘uman beings have both conscious | 
and unconscious seeing facilities. | 

“If the eyes followed a swinging | 
light,’”’ he said, ‘‘they moved at a | 
rate of 60 degrees a second. The| 
motion from left to right always | 
was smooth. The motion is involun- 
tary, and is governed by the old 
brain.”’ 

He found that when a_ person 
moved his eyes voluntarily across 
the page of a book or some other 
field of vision, the eyes moved more 
speedily—300 to 500 degrees a sec- 
ond. No matter how hard the sub- 
ject tried, he could not move his 
eyes in a smooth, unbroken motion.
